A move to place all the subordinate 
city officials under civil service has 
been started and will be launched in 
council when it meets Monday week, by 
Councilman Sam D. Freeman, of the 
tenth ward. 

All the papers have been prepar ed 
so council can vote for the necessary 
charter amendment. . 

If the plan goes through, it will 
mean one of the greatest shake-ups 
and upheavals that has ever taken 
Place in the.city government, and may 
affect the city elections in the future. 

Under the plan proposed by Coun- 
cilman Freeman, every man and wom- 
an employed by the eity must stand a 
civil service examination before he or 
she can be appointed or elected to 
any official city position. 

This would ‘to a great extent nullify 
the present custom of à candidate for 
the head of a department running for 
office and naming employees on his 
ticket.

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Careful Consideration to 
South Carolina’s Constitu- 


tional and Statutory Laws. 


Governor Nat E. Harris is making a 
eareful study of the legal feature of 
the edu¢ational campaign now being 
carried on to stamp out mob violence 
in Georgia. He e particularly 
Anterested yesterday morning in copies 
of the constitutional and statutory 
laws of South Carolina, designed to 
stop lynching in that state, and which 
have passed successfully the test of 
the higher courts. 

Since the inadguration of the anti- 
lynching campaign by The Constitu- 
* tion a few weeks ago, and his inter- 
view on the subject, Governor Harris 
has given quite a great deal of atten- 
tion to it, and it is now his purpose 
to gather statistics to see whether or 


not Georgia has a record in excess of / —#¢ 


other states—which he says he does 
not believe will prote to be a fact. 


Studies Carolina Laws. 


The South Carolina laws on lynch- 
ing, which were provid him, so at- 
tracted his attention t he made 
them a pase ef the « lec 
delivered at 11 o’clock to the student 
body of Georgia Tech on “Observance 
of the Law in Contradistinction of 
Mob Violence.” The South Carolina 
laws, in addition to providing that the 
legal representative of the person 
lynchéd may bring action against the 
county in which the lynching occurs 
to the amount of $2,000, in any court 
ot competent jurisdiction, apply also a 
severe penalty on the officer who per- 
mits a prisoner to be taken away from 
him and lynched or done bodily harm 
Dy an unlawful assemblage of people. 

The attorney general of the state is 
directed to designate in which’ count 
in the judicial circuit trial shall be ha 
of the offendin officer, other than 
the county in which the lynching oc- 
curred, and the officer is held to be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. He is 
suspended from office when the lynch- 
ing occurs and, upon presentation of 
a true bill, is deposed pending trial. 
If he is convicted he is forever de- 
barred from holding office in the state, 
unless pardoned by the governor. 

South Carolina Pro ons. 

That provision in the South Caro- 
lina constitution, and which was used 
by Governor Harris as a part of his 
lecture to Tech students, is an amend- 
ment to the constitution of 1895, ar- 
ticle 6, section 6, and is as follows: 

“Prisoner Lynched Through Negligence of 
Officer—Penalty on Officer—County Liable 
for Damages—In the case of any prisoner 
lawfully in the charge, custody or control, 
of any officer, state, county or municipal, 
being seized and taken from said officer 
through his negligence, permission or con- 
nivance, by a mob or other unlawful as- 
semblage of persons, and at their hands suf- 
Recta bodily violence or death, the said of- 
ficer shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon true bill feund, shall be 
deposed from his office pending his trial, and 
upon conviction shall forfeit his office, and 
shail, unless pardoned by the governor, be 
8 to hold any office of trust or profit 
within this state. t shall be the duty of 
the prosecuting attorney within whose cir- 
cuit or county the offense may be committed 
to forthwith institute a prosecution against 

officer who shall be tried in such 
county, in the same circuit, other than the 
one in which the offense was committed, as 
the attorney general may elect. The fees 
and mileage of all material witnesses, both 
for the state and for the defense, shall be 
paid by the state treasurer, in such manner 
asp may be provided by law. Provided, in all 


shall, without regard to the conduct of the 
officers, be Hable in exemplary damages of 
not less than $2,000 to the legal representa- 
tives of the person lynched. Provided, 2 aa 
ther, That any county against which a judg- 
ment has been obtained for damages in any 
case of lynching shall have the right to 
recover the amount of said judgment from 
the parties engaged in said lynching in any 
eourt of competent jurisdiction.’’ 

In addition to the constitutional en- 
actmem, above quoted, the legislature 
of South Carolina also sed a statu- 
tory law, in 1912, similar in all re- 
specte to the constitutional provision 
(criminal code, volume 2, ‘section 
173), except that it goes further and 
provides that the fees and witness 
costs for the trial shall be assessed 

ainst the treasury of the coun in 
which the lynching occurs and shall 
be payable upon certificate issued by 
the clerk of the trial court and signed 
by the trial judge. 

Georgia’s Record. 

In his address at Tech Governor 
Harris said: 

“I want to say right here, as governor 
of this state, that I do not believé Georgia 
is any worse in this respect than most of 
the other states of the on. I believe 
—.— the people of other states, if placed in 
recisely the same situation with our peo- 
le, would have acted in the main as they 

ave done, It ts a general thing. We are 
of one blood, and when war is declared we 
all enlist. 

„1 think they do not publish in other 
states accounts as faithful to truth as our 
papers do. ° 

These suggestions I have thrown out to 
you—refiections that have come to me since 
I have been filling the position of 8 
of your state — to give you food for thought. 
I have suffered much by comparisons that 
have been made of our state with others, in 
this lynching business. It is not an envia- 
bie situation for the world to be charging 
the governor with this result, when he 
knows well that) it is due to the defects in 
the education of the people at large. Men 
take different views of things, and, unless 
those views are guided and controlled by 
early instincts and teachings taken from 
the pure principles of morality, there is 
danger of going off into erratic courses and 
reaching, finally, the doom of the lost. 

“My experience in the office of governor 
is not a very ripe one; I have held it too 
short a time to decide successfully what can 
be brought about by the governor. We teach 
by example largely; you, yourselves, can do 
60. neers very rarely violate criminal 
statutes; trained men usually keep the laws.

WHAT LABOR WANTS. 


Under the caption, “A Call to Arms!” 
The Atlanta Journal of Labor indites a 
stirring message to the organized working 
men of the state, calling upon them to use 
the power of their organization to bring 
about certain reform legislation which they 
have long demanded and to which only care- 
less or indifferent attention appears to have 
been given. 

The failure of the labor organizations to 
secure in any marked degree the legislation 
for which they have asked is attributed in 
some measure to the fact that Georgia is a 
one-party state and that there has been no 
real opportunity to make definite issues of 
any of the legislative principles for which 
they have stood. Out of this has grown the 
suggestion which comes from President 
‘Louie Marquardt, of the State Federation of 
Labor, that unless the labor interests are 


given some assurance that these laws, in 


part at ast, will be enacted, the labor 


organizations may sever' their connection, 


with the democratic party, with a view to 
making their own campaign. | 

It would be exceedingly unfortunate if 
such a threat as this were carried out, nor 
does The Constitution believe it will ever 
become necessary. That the labor organi- 
gations are entitled to fair and attentive 
consideration and to the enactment of those 
juet and reasonable laws for which they 
sfand, there is no possible question; but 
there is both room and opportunity for the 
attainment of these ends within the party 
ranks, and that it will come cannot be 
doubted. 

The labor organizations have acted well 
within their rights in determining to place 
the principles whose enactment they are 
seeking before the candidates who must 
submit themselves to the state primary, and 
to ask from them expression as to their 
attitude. Possibly some of the official 
apathy in dealing with these questions here- 
tofore has grown out of the fact that the 
labor organizations have not taken so firm 
a stand as is now indicated in the editorial 
of The Journal of Labor, and in the state- 
ment of President Marquardt. If the organ- 
ization itself is somewhat apathetic, cer- 
tainly there is likely to be less activity on 
the part of those who are expected to bring 
about the particular reforms desired. 

Some of the questions involved in the 
legislative program of the labor organiza- 
tions are state-wide in their application and 
effect, and have heretofore commanded in- 
terest and recognition on the part of other 
associations. This is true of compulsory 
education, in which Georgia is far behind 
the other states of the union. 

Again, the proper enforcement of those 
laws already enacted for the protection of 
the laboring classes is a matter which will 


command the approval of the people of the. 


state generally. There are other features of 
the proposed legislative program which ap- 
: peal strongly to a sense of reason and 
equity; and justice and fairness demand 
their careful consideration and enactment 
upon such basis as will best safegua@®d and 
protect the rights of all concerned.

MR. GARRISON’S RESIGNATION. 


Secretary Garrison’s resignation of the 
war department portfolio, becausé President 
Wilson would not commit himself to the 
‘continental army. plan to the exclusion of 
any and every possible modification of it, 
impresses us as untimely, 29955 and ill- 
advised. 

Unfortunately, it appears to be a growing 
habit among cabinet officials to adopt the 
European method and to step down and out 
whenever there is cause of disagreement 
with the administration head. 

But the correspondence between Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Garrison dis- 
closes no good reason for a sudden resigna- 
tion.. As a matter of fact, there was no dif- 
ference of any consequence between them. 
Such as there was related more to method 
than to material. President Wilson himself 
favored a continental army plan, but, in the 
exigency which presents itself, preferred to 
compromise with congress in the effort to 
bring about substantial adoption of the plan 
in many of its aspects rather than proceed 
to what seemed to be practically certain 
failure. 

The situation was one in which Secre- 
tary Garrison need not have compromised 
any conviction of his own whatsoever. It 
was simply a case of taking half or three- 
fourths of a loaf where it was impossible 
to get the whole thine. 

The unfortunate part about it is that 
under such conditions as this, Secretary 
Garrison should have seen fit to embarrass 
the administration by his ill-considered act. 
Notwithstanding this, if in his present frame 
of mind he might have proven a greater 
hindrance to the administration by remain- 
ing in, it will perhaps prove in the long run 
that. it Was better for him to leave than to 
remain. 

If 7 Garrison had remained with 
the department, he might have helped in 
laying the foundation for what would ulti- 
mately have developed into the very plan 
which he so strongly favored. In this way, 
at least, he could have performed a valuable 
party service and duty without the sacrifice 
either of principle or conviction. 


BUDGET ROW ENDED. 


Council ended the city budget row yes- 
terday exactly as it ought to have ended it 
on last Monday—by overriding the mayor’s 
veto and clearing the way for the various 
city departments to proceed with their work 
of construction and improvement. 

The city finance committee spent a month 
on this budget and rendered Atlanta the 
very best service it could. In meeting the 
city’s needs the committee found it neces- 
sary to anticipate some $300,000 of city rev- 
enue. It did this and it stuck to it; and 
there is no doubt of the fact that the final 
enactment of the budget came as early as 
it did, because the members of the finance 
committee were united in supporting it. 

The mayor. vetoed the budget twice, the 
last time on Thursday afternoon, because 
it anticipated city revenue. Year after year 
Atlanta has done the same thing because it 
has become necessary under the city’s pres- 
ent antiquate@ and inefficient system of 
administration, in making provision for es- 
sential city needs. There has never been a 
failure to meet the expense thus created. 

Passage of the budget over the mayor's 
veto waz the only reasonable thing council 
could do. If council, or the mayor or any- 
one else, wants to get away from the custom 
of anticipating city revenue, it can only be 
done by the adoption of a properly organized 
and thoroughly efficient. system of city ad- 
ministration which will cut thg cloth so as 
to make it meet the city’s imperative needs. 

We may admit anticipation is not the 
best thing, but we must realize that there 
is only one remedy for it—a better system.
